ро you know what DeMolay stands for?

SHRINE HOSPITALS PRAISED BY 
PRESS CORRESPONDENT 


VISIT to one of the 15 Shriners' 

Hospitals located throughout North 
America leaves one with a pleasant mem- 
ory and an indelible mark on his mind. 
This is especially true when the person is 
not & Shriner or a member of a Shrine 
family, as it usually gives them a different 
view of the organization which has for so 
many years been known as the *Play- 
ground of Masonry." 

The President of the Shrine Club of 
Southeastern Massachusetts, Noble Wil- 
liam Stitt, submitted the following press 
clipping which he found in the Standard- 
Times of his home city of New Bedford. 
The article, which bears a New York date 
line, was written by Charles B. Driscoll, 
who evidently believed the Shrine was just 
а playground for men, until he made his 
first visit to one of the Hospitals for 
Crippled Children. Mr. Driscoll's article 
follows: 


“I doff my fez to the Mystic Shrine. 

"I wish to make amends for the scorn- 
ful words I used to utter when supposedly 
sane business and professional men of our 
town went down Douglas Avenue in a 
foolish parade, with cages into which 
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other foolish men were dumped and dis- 
played. All kinds of adolescent antics 
were performed in publie, and the spec- 
tators said, ‘What is this all about?’ 

“Yesterday I visited the Shriners’ 
Hospital for Crippled Children located in 
Philadelphia. 

“Now I know what the foolish cavorting 
was all about. 

“Money was raised that way, and in the 
circuses the Shriners staged throughout 
the country. 

“T saw pale-faced children, some of them 
mere babies, who are being given the su- 
preme gift of good health, by reason of the 
kind hearts and loving souls of those sup- 
posedly hard-boiled men who danced in 
the streets and made fools of themselves. 
St. Paul said he was a fool for Christ, if I 
remember correctly. 

“T saw 50 boys and girls, all under 14, 
in a hospital that cost $1,000,000, coming 
back to health and normal living. A tre- 
mendous expense per patient, which no 
public institution could afford. The most, 
highly skilled nurses and doctors were in 
attendance. A cheerful dentist was fixing 
the teeth of the young patients. 

"Everywhere was cheer and joy and 
hope. The walls are done in colorful 
murals, some inspiring patriotism, some 
depicting the tasks of the glorious future. 
Nowhere was the charity hospital atmos- 
phere to be scented or suspected. This is a 
joyful nursery for sick children. 

“There is no propaganda or fund-raising 
dope in this column. The Shriners never 
appeal to the public for donations. They 
get not a dime out of the March of Dimes, 
so widely publicized. 

“There are about 400,000 Shriners in 
this country and Canada. 

"Each one tosses in $2.00 a year and 
that money, together with many dona- 
tions and bequeaths, helps vastly to keep 
those precious children clean, neat and 
happy, and on the road to health. No 
$2.00 I know of has ever been spent more 
wisely. After all, you can’t take it with 
you, can you? 

“W. Freeland Kendrick, one of the most 
respected citizens of Philadelphia and 
formerly Mayor of the city, was my host 
at the hospital. He conceived the idea of 
using the Shrine activities to help the 
children. He gives his time to the man- 
agement of the place, as all members of 
the management and medical staff give 
their time, free of charge. The best physi- 
clans in Philadelphia are on the staff. 
Only the resident doctors are paid, and, of 
course, the resident nurses and attendants. 
And all this is done for these unfortunate 
crippled children without one cent of cost 


to them or their parents, regardless of 
race, ereed or color.

“We're afraid there is. To a tyrant, the 
Masons are a very subversive bunch. 
Their trouble is that they practice human 
brotherhood and democracy. To so high 
an eminence has Masonry’s credit been 
advanced that in every age monarchs 
themselves have been promoters of the art, 


have not thought it derogatory to their 
dignity to exchange the scepter for the 
trowel, have patronized its mysteries and 
joined in its assemblies. 

“А present-day All Highest could never 
do that. He must pretend to a wisdom 
and an infallibility such as even few 
medieval popes ever claimed. The Ma- 
sonic ideal of mutual help among the mem- 
bers, too, flies in the face of the totalitarian 
state’s assumption that it can take care of 
every phase of every citizen’s life. 

“Plenty of Masons have their faults. 
But, by and large, the big totalitarian 
complaint against them is simply that they 
are decent, democratic, cooperative people. 
But we have a notion that the Masonic 
Fraternity, having outlasted all the 
storms since, by some accounts, ancient 
Egyptian times, will out-ride this one. 
Meanwhile, here’s wishing the Order well."
